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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to show or suggest an interferometric device comprising of all the elements as 
claimed wherein the mask is placed in front of the line sensor, has a periodically modulated light 
transmittance along the line sensor, and the period length M of the mask such as to fulfill the 
condition of the equation recited in claim 1 .
